TIRE SHIPMENTS 
FOR MAY SHOWED 
GAIN OVER APRIL 


Rubber Assn. Figures 
Show Slump in 
Production 


EW YORK, July 17.— 

Shipments of all types 
of tires in May totaled 3,955,- 
021, a gain of 168,870 over 
April, according to figures 
gathered by the Rubber As- 
sociation of America from 
sources representing 75 per 
cent. of the industry. 

In contrast with the preceding 
month high pressure cord casings 
exceeded the shipments of balloons 
with a total of 1,848,177, compared 
to 1,823,411. The total production 
of all kinds of tires for the month 
was 3,811,848 casings, a decrease 
from the preceding month of 246,- 
852. Inventories for the month also 
decreased by 91,881, with a total 
of 9,467,928. 


Shipments of high pressure 
cord tires for April amounted to 
1,848,177, as compared with 

1,622,690. for April; for balloons 
the ‘figures were 1,823,411, 
against 1,919,060; for fabrics, 
' 236,740, against 193,376, and for 
solid and cushion tires, 46,693, 
against 51,025. 

Comparative figures for produc- 
tion of the various kinds of casings 
showed: 1,492,951 cords for May, 
as compared with 1,597,394 for 
April; 2,084,687 balloons, as against 
2,1f1,056 for April; fabrics, 189,908, 
as against 300,849, and 44,302 cush- 
ions and fabrics, as against 49,401. 

With a total of 3,955,021 the May 
shipments of all kinds of tires ex- 
ceeded production for the month 
by 143,273, according to the report 
of the Rubber Association. 

Figures for inner tube ship- 
ments for the month showed the 
high pressure line in the lead 
with 2,568,471, as compared with 
2,159,744 balloon tubes, making 
a total of 4,728,215 inner tubes 
shipped during the month. In- 
ventory totals for the month 
amounted to 15,855,372, of which 
11,405,939 were high pressure 
tubes and 4,449,433 the balloon 
tubes. This was a slight increase 
over April when the total was 
14,504,501. 

During May production of high 
|} pressure inner tubes amounted to 
| 2,123,292, ascompared with 2,293,- 
| 701 for April. Balloon tubes total- 
led 2,488,625, against 26,620,937 for 
|}the preceding month, total pro- 
|duction of all tubes for May 
amounting to 4,611,918, a decrease 
of 302,720 from the April total. 

Inventories for both classes of 
tubes dropped slightly from the 
totals of April. The May total 
for balloon tubes was 4,449,433, 
as against 3,875,828. For high 
pressure tubes the total was 11,- 
405,939, as against 11,629,673 for 
April.

Soviet Increases 
mea Duties

Washington Bureau 
Washington, "daly 17.—Soviet 
import duties have been in- 
creased on automotive vehicles, 
alcohol, asbestos, crude and 
waste rubber and several other 
commodities, according to cabled 
information received today by 
the Department of Commerce. 


According to the Soviet state- 
ment the revised import duties on 
automotive vehicles will be ad val- 
orem, replacing the former specific 
duties of thirty-seven ®ubles per 
100 kilos on motoreycles and light 
automobiles seating not more than 
eight persons, and twelve rubles 
per 100 kilos on trucks and motor- 
buses. The new rates follow:— 

Standard motorcycles and light 
automobiles not seating more than 
eight persons and valued at not 
less than 9,000 rubles, 35 per cent.; 
the same, valued at more than 
9,000 rubles, 50 per cent.; non- 
standard motorcycles and automo- 


biles, 100 per cent.; standard mo- 
torbuses, seating more than eight 
persons, 15 per cent.; non-standard 
motor buses, 50 per cent.; standard 
trucks, 12 per cent.; non-standard 
trucks, 50 per cent.

Only 
a few years ago the company con- 
sidered 50,000 tires a good year’s 
business: Now it can claim the 
title of “‘the wofld’s biggest tire 
dealer.” 

During athe period of rising 
rubber prices last summer Ward 
did not increase its tire prices 
antil stocks of tires made from 
low-priced rubber ran out. The 
fall and winter catalogue, 1925- 
26, mailed before the end of 
summer, did not contain any 
sharp increases in tire prices, but 
considerable advances appeared 
in the catalogue for the spring 
and summer of 1926. 

Some small reductions were 
made in a subsequent “bargain 
book” catalogue, whose prices held 
good to June 1, and much more 
drastic ones in the “summer sale” 
catalogue, whose prices hold good 
to August 31. This last reduction 
was made possible by lower prices 
on rubber and greatly increased 
volume of sales.

A battery of watch- 
ease vuleanizers, each having a 
capacity of twenty-three tires a 
day, will be installed in the near 
future. 

In addition to making the cheap- 
er tires from reclaimed rubber 
and the better grade of tires from 
new material the company will 
manufacture a fabric tube, which, 
it is claimed, is better than the 
present rubber tube. 

Between 150 and 250 men will 
be employed, Tice said.

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EUROPEANS PRAISE 
FUEL SUBSTITUTES 


France and Germany 
Perfecting Synthetic 
Carburetants 


Special from A, D. N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, July 17.—France 
and Germany are making fair 
headway with experiments in the 
production of synthetic motor 
fuels as substitutes for gasoline, 
it was revealed today in reports 
to the automotive division of the 
Department of Commerce from 
Vice-Consul David H. Clawson 
at Paris and Trade Commissioner 
William T. Daugherty at Berlin, 
respectively. 

Fair success has been achieved 
by the French government in its 
efforts to replace gasoline with al- 
cohol and other carburetants, ac- 
cording to Clawson. 

“The National Office of Liquid 
Combustibles,’’ Clawson reported, 
“is endeavoring to encourage the 
production of industrial alcohol 
both in France and in her col- 
onies and is actively seeking a 
means of lowering its cost on the 
French market, 

“A campaign has been carried 
on since 1920 under the leadership 


of the French deputy, M. E. 
Barthe, to promote the use of a 
carburetant produced by mixing 


gasoline and alcohol in practically 
equal proportions, called the Car- 
burant National. 

“This carburetant was ridiculed 
and censured by public opinion 
whose criticism was naturally en- 
couraged by petroleum interests. 
The sponsors of Le Carburant Na- 
tional displayed considerable de- 
termination, however, and in Jan- 
uary, 1923, obtained a technical 
victory over their adversaries when 
two prominent French scientists, 
M. Bertholet of the French 
Academy of Science and M. 
Perard, professor of industrial 
chemistry of the Central College 
of Arts and Manufactures, reported 
that trials of the new carburetant 
had incontestably proved its in- 
dustrial value.”
